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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 





To the School Committee and Citizens of Plaistow: 

I herewith submit my second annual report as. su- 
perintendent of schools. 

The district is to be congratulated upon the few 
changes in the teaching force. The resignation of Miss 
Allen at Christmas left a vacancy that was filled by the 
election of Miss Marion Wingate. 

The vacaney ereated by Miss Dawkins leaving was 
filled by a substitute for the remainder of the year. The 
choice of Miss Wilson in July to fill this vacancy was a 
fortunate one. Miss Wilson was the only new teacher 
in the Pollard school this year and she has adapted her- 
self to the conditions with tact. 

The corps is one of which the village may justly feel 
proud. The work is much better than last year and 
shows the benefits of continuous service. At Westville 
Miss Anne Doherty was chosen to take Miss Fitzgerald’s 
place. 

If the people of this section of the district could 
see their way clear to approve of the conveyance of their 
children to the Pollard building, they would very soon 
find that the advantages of a grade-to-a-room school 
would far out-weigh any disadvantages that they now 
think would be inevitable. 

I would recommend to the district that manual 
training and cooking and sewing be added to the cur- 
riculum at the Pollard building. The benefits of such 
additions would be inestimable and would quickly repay 
the small cost involved. 

I would call attention to the report of Miss Williams, 
the supervisor of music. The splendid results shown at 
the end of the school year showed also that Miss Wil- 
liams is an unusually efficient instructor. 

I congratulate the district upon the organization of 
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a Parent-Teachers Association and bespeak for it the 
hearty support and co-operation of all parents and all 
friends of the school. Such an association has the power 
of doing infinite good by organizing public opinion in 
Support of the schools. 

We have had one year of the operation of the new 
education law and have found it good. It has in a large 
number of towns brought about an increase of from one 
to thirteen weeks in the length of the school year and 
has enabled these poor districts to pay salaries sufficient 
to secure teachers of at least fair abilities. It has secured 
-a vast improvement in the physical conditions in a great 
‘number of school houses throughout the state. It has so 
equalized the burden of taxation during the period of 
inflated costs through which we are passing that the 
‘towns and cities of wealth and business activity have 
been made to help carry the load of small weak towns. 
‘Plaistow received from the state last year for school pur- « 
poses $3,001.65, and has an approval of-$6,134.83 for the — 
“present year. 

The law has secured greater uniformity of standards 
-of work and equipment in the elementary schools and 
‘thereby more uniform and, in general, better results. It 
has put the educational work of the state on a broad 
~general business basis that will result in economy in the 
administration of school money and in securing better 
results for the money expended. 

The extreme severity of the weather last winter ren- 
dered it impossible to visit the schools as often or as regu- 
larly as usual. The cold and depth of snow prevented 
the use of an automobile and electric cars ran on a two- 
hour schedule or stood on the rails waiting for power 
or a crew to shovel them out. In one case I made two 
unsuccessful attempts to visit a school in the supervisory 
district spending an entire day from 6:30 A. M. till 7:00 
P. M. in each attempt. My third attempt was success- 
ful but that one visit had taken three whole days. 

This is not a complaint but an explanation that I 
‘feel is due the cause of supervision. 
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I find from the records that I made in all seven hun- 
dred and thirty-four visits during the year, an average 
of 4.4 visits for each day the schools were in session. 

For the support afforded me in my work I offer my 
sincere thanks to committee, citizens and teachers.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 





To the Superintendent and School Board of Plais- 
tow, N. H. 

I herewith submit my first annual report as super- 
visor of music in the Plaistow Schools. 

The first grade children are taught how to sing tune- 
fully by imitation, and the use of rote songs. Hollis 
Dann Music Course First Year, is being used for this 
particular work. This book furnishes material for scale 
work, singing games and nursery rhymes which all the 
little people love to sing. Music reading begins in the 
second grade, also the study of key signatures and time 
figures. This work is carried on through the grammar 
grades. 

Simple two-part exercises in the fifth grade prepare 
the pupil for the more difficult part singing, which fol- 
lows in the sixth and seventh grades. The pupils of the 
eighth grade are doing good work in three-part singing. 

The Hollis Dann Music Course is used throughout 
the grades and we find it very satisfactory. This course 
affords work in melodic and rhythmic problems for each 
grade. The songs are charming and singable, making 
the music period a positive joy. 

In an’address on Music for Education Service, Dr. 
A. KE. Winship has said: 

‘Music is as real in its service to humanity as the 
multiplication table. 

‘“When you need music, you need it more than you 
need the list of irregular verbs. 

‘‘Music, when rightly taught and practised gets in- 
to the life of boys and girls and stays there into manhood 
and womanhood as does nothing else in the school. 

“‘Tt is not vocational, like typewriting for girls and 
agriculture for boys, but nothing makes for culture more 
than music woven into one’s being.’’ 
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In closing, let me say that in all our school work we 
hope each year for a definite gain in the results which all 
instruction in school music should strive to attain, both 
in the group and in the individual :a sweet, high qual- 
ity of tone; power to read music well at sight; apprecia- 
tion of good music and increased love for it; and the de- 
sire to make musical ability and interest a help in the 
community life. 

In working for these results, I am constantly aware 
of the helpfulness of the Plaistow teachers and of their 
skill in carrying on the daily drill. I wish to thank these 
teachers for their help in making my work a success.
